RESPONSE TO ELECTION REQUIREMENT 



In response to the Office Action mailed December 20, 1995 
(Paper No. 3) and the communication from the examiner mailed 
March 5, 1996 (Paper No. 6), the applicants hereby 
provisionally elect species according to the examiner's 
requirement. As this response is being made within a two- 
month period following the originally set 30-day term for 
response, ending January 19, 1996, a petition for an extension 
of time in the amount of two months is enclosed. 

It should be noted that the present election is being 
filed concurrently with a petition to the Commissioner of 
Patents and Trademarks for obtaining withdrawal of the 
election requirement, as that requirement is not permissible 
under applicable treaty law. The applicants continue to 
maintain that the requirement for election should be withdrawn 
and their claims fully examined, and such action is 
respectfully solicited . 

As requested, the applicants provisionally elect the 
following species, from the categories specified by the 
examiner : 
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A. Dose plate - the dose plate shown in Fig. 39, as 
used together with support plate 3 00 having the angled slot 
312 (apparently erroneously identified as element "112" in the 
drawing) . This embodiment appears to be the subject of claim 
2 . 

B. Pawl drive - the pawl drive shown in Figs. 102- 
104. This embodiment appears to be the subject of claim 7. 

C. Mouthpiece nozzle - the nozzle shown in Figs. 
56-58. There does not appear to be a pending claim which is 
specifically directed to this embodiment. 

D. Base - the base shown in Figs. 83-87. It should 
be noted that the reservoir body of Fig. 7 will be located 
above the metering plate in a fully assembled inhaler, while 
the base will be located below the metering plate. Claim 3 
appears to pertain to the base. 

E. Lower spring retainer - the retainer shown in 
Figs. 88-92. There does not appear to be a pending claim 
which is directed to this specific embodiment.
